QUALIFICATIONS FOR REGISTRATION AS A VOTER: 
ALL Elections: Every citizen of eighteen years of age 
and upwards, who have resided within the town one day 
may claim the right to register to vote. 


ALL ELECTIONS: Eighteen (18) years of age. 


ABSENTEE VOTING: AT ALL ELECTIONS, including 
Primaries. 


DOG LICENSES: All dog licenses expire March 31st. A 
dog should be licensed when three months old. 


Fees: Male, $4.00: Female, $7.00: Spayed Female, 
4.00. (Spayed certificate shown for 1st license) 


TAX BILLS: Tax bills plus all betterments and assessments 
are due and payable July 1st. All betterments and 
assessments, and the first half of the tax remaining 
unpaid after November 1st, are subject to 8% interest 
from October 1st. 


The second half if not paid by May 1st is subject to 8% 
interest from April 1st. 


Real estate bills are due and payable thirty (30) days 
after mailing date. 


Motor excise bills are due sixty (60) days from the date 
of issuance. 


BOARD OF HEALTH: Householders shall report to the 
Board of Health all cases of communicable disease un- 
less a physician is in attendance. Subsurface sanitary dis- 
posal systems installation and repairs must be inspected 
by the Health Department.

SEWERAGE TREATMENT 


The total raw sewage flow received at the Letchworth 
Avenue Treatment Plant for the year of 1975 was 354 
million gallons. This is equal to an average daily flow of 
970,000 gallons per day; an increase of 54 million gallons 
over 1974. 

With the completion of the expansion of the Waste 
Water Treatment Plant facilities, the Sewer Department is 
able to treat 1.6 million gallons per day of sewage; an 
increase of 0.8 million gallons per day. 

Three operators successfully completed courses in Waste 
Water Treatment Plant Operation at the University of 
Lowell under the sponsorship of the Mass. Division of 
Water Pollution Control. 

The Billerica Homes Sewage Treatment Plant located on 
Wyman Road received a yearly total raw sewage flow of 10 
million gallons.

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WATER TREATMENT 


Total water consumption showed a decrease of 2.5% for 
1975 due to the enforcement of the 12 noon to 12 
midnight water ban by the Police Department. The total 
amount of water pumped for 1975 was 1,267,910,000 
gallons. The peak month was July when we pumped 
147,615,000 gallons of water. The peak week was from 
June 30 to July 6 when we pumped 42,091,000 gallons of 
water. The peak day was July 5 when we pumped 
6,859,000 gallons of water. 

There were 5 new water services installed by the Water 
Department as well as 120 water services installed by 
developers in the various sub-divisions this year. This now 
gives a total of 9,665 water accounts. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


The Water Maintenance Department removed, repaired, 
replaced, and calibrated water meters, repaired old service 
connections, turned on and off for summer residents, 
repaired numerous broken mains and service leaks, repaired 
or replaced 49 hydrants, and thawed 23 frozen water 
services. There were 233 hydrants flushed and inspected for 
operation along with 183 dead end lines flushed and 
checked for operation.

TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Tree Department removed 260 dead or dying shade 
trees this year; 54 were elms inflicted with Dutch Elm 
Disease. Included in the 54, were two of the larger elms in 
Billerica Center. 

Brush was cut wherever necessary. Oak leaf skeletonizer 
was sprayed from June until September; Poison Ivy was 
also sprayed during the summer months. 

Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of grass 
cutting on playgrounds, squares, commons and football 
fields. Also cleaning up of litter from the above-mentioned 
areas. The Park Department also lined the Football Field 
throughout the season for Pop Warner. 

This year the Park Department also undertook the 
operation of clearing a large tract of land at the ‘“Chuck 
Lampson Memorial Football Field’’ on Campbell Road and 
transformed this wooded area into a new softball field to be 
used in the summer of 1976; along with the addition of 
eight tennis courts at the Campbell Road location.

Gentlemen: 


During the year 1975, the Board of Health has con- 
tinued its effort to improve the environmental quality of 
the community and advance the general health care. 

Dr. Simon Bagdigian completed his term of office and 
due to business pressures did not seek re-election. His 
efforts and expertise were appreciated. Mr. Robert 
Saunders, a local businessman, was elected and activities 
continued to develop for the well being of the community. 
Mr. John Gherson contributed a considerable amount of 
time during a period of unemployment. 


The Board consists of Paul R. Kelley, chairman, John C. 
Gherson, vice-chairman, and Robert J. Saunders, secretary. 
Staff Director, Donald C. Bassett, Asst. Director, Joseph W. 
Walsh, Sanitarian, Robert W. Rimbach, Clerk, Muriel H. 
Wells. Nursing Staff, Barbara B. George, Ruth H. Annese 
and Patricia J. Mitchell. 

The Nursing Staff had a very active year (report 
elsewhere), with regular clinics (well child, lead screening, 
mantoux and senior citizens) plus special clinics, Flu 
immunization for the elderly and Town employees and 
others along with their nursing to home patients. 

Many legal problems were encountered during the year. 
Most time consuming was the Fardon Street case with a 
tentative solution being reached and it is now waiting for 
final agreements. 


The “‘Apple Hill” interceptor was installed and orders 
have been issued to the home owners with on-going 
problems. 

The mosquito control program was very active. Mr. 
Donald Quelette operated the Billerica monitoring station 
for the commission. 

The Flood Plain wet lands maps were completed and a 
general review meeting held. The zoning changes will be 
submitted to the 1976 Town Meeting for action. 

The number of new dwellings with subsurface sanitary 
disposal systems decreased during this year giving time for 
activities in other much needed areas. 

Septage disposal became a major problem with environ- 
mental conditions requiring a specific disposal point. After 
extensive negotiations with the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission and the Town of Wilmington, Billerica was in the 
enviable position of finding an intermediate solution. 

The Division of Environmental Quality Control has 
issued orders to all solid waste disposal sites to provide 
updated plans and procedures for handling solid wastes. 
The Gray Pond Realty Trust, which handles Billerica 
residents normal household waste free of charge has worked 
diligently with State Authorities and this Board and 
approved plans and procedures can be expected shortly.

Hospital days are now limited to patients, 
and the current concept of caring for terminal patients in 
the home has greatly increased our case load. Tuberculosis 





and mental illness are now being treated in the community 
so that public health nursing has new horizons. Heart 
disease leads in patients cared for in the home with chronic 
illness and cancer ranking second and third respectively. 

Well Child conference which provides free physical,

During the year all sewer contracts in progress at the 
start of 1975 were completed. Contracts 6A&B sewered 
Middlesex Turnpike to Lexington. Road, Lake Street, 
Friendship Street, Maple Road, Meadowbrook and the 
Lakeside Road Area. Work on these contracts was com- 
pleted on April 21, 1975. Contract 12A sewered the 
Middlesex Turnpike to the Canterbury Street area and 
Contract 12B sewered the South side of Nuttings Lake. 
Work on Contract 12A was completed on April 30, 1975 
and Contract 12B was completed on July 25, 1975. The 
Nutting Lake area is now fully sewered and the Town’s 
system has been extended to serve part of Fox Hill, 
properties abutting Floyd Street and part of Salem Road. 
Fox Hill was done under Contract 14B and was completed 
in June, 1975. In addition, sewerage facilities were con- 
structed in West Billerica to serve part of the Rio Vista Area 
and the New England Nuclear Co. on Treble Cove Road. 
The New England Nuclear Co. contributed over $130,000 
toward the cost of the sewers constructed in West Billerica. 
Work in this area was done under Contract 21 and included 
Dyer Street, Hillcrest Street and the Nashua Road Area. 
Contract 21 was completed in July of 1975. 

New treatment facilities at the Letchworth Avenue plant 
were activated late in the year and only minor items of 
work remain to be completed. 


At year’s end two contracts remain to be completed. 
Contract 14A, providing for sewer construction in the 
vicinity of Boston Road from east of Pollard Street to 
Treble Cove Road, is about 95 percent complete. Contract 
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15, providing for new pumping station at Darby Avenue, is 
about 30 percent complete. The pumping station should be 
operative in late spring of 1976. Sewers constructed under 
14A cannot be utilized until the Darby Avenue Pumping 
Station is in service. 

The Board reviewed and approved several projects for 
sewer construction by developers in residential, commercial 
and industrial areas and arranged for the inspection and 
testing of the new construction. 

During the year the following number of properties were 
connected to the sewer system: 


448 applications were filed to tie into the Town’s sewer 
system; of these 24 were for new homes in the Heritage 
Heights Section; 3 in the Turnpike Acres Section and 5 
other new homes at other locations. 3 24-unit apartment 
buildings; the K-Mart; A&P Store and 30 other stores in 
the Mall; a Medical Building on Town Farm; Woburn 5¢ 
Savings Bank; 1 Industrial Building in Manning Park, 
Cambridge Nuclear; Griecci Industrial Building, 202 
Boston Road; 5 buildings of New England Nuclear and 
the Boys Club. There were 19 homes on Contract 4; 14 
on Contract 5; 1 on Contract 7; 128 on Contract 6; 48 
on Contract 12A; 100 on Contract 12B; 60 on Contract 
14B and 19 on Contract 21 that were converted to the 
Town Sewerage System. 


The present sewer system now consists of treatment 
facilities, 8 pumping stations, 3 pneumatic ejector stations, 
36 miles of gravity sewers, and 3-1/2 miles of force main 
sewers. The system is available to about 30 percent of the 
Town’s residents. 

Construction plans and specifications have been com- 
pleted for the remainder of work under Phase | of the 
Town-wide sewer system. Review and approval of planning 
documents by State and local agencies is in progress. The 
1975 Annual Town Meeting authorized additional funds to 
finance the project estimated to cost 8.48 million dollars. 
Federal and State grant funds amounting to about 3.7 
million dollars are expected to reduce the Town’s share of 
cost to about 4.78 million dollars. Construction should be 
underway by mid-1976 and will bring sewerage facilities to 
Pinehurst and the Shawsheen River Valley. 

The Board met bi-monthly during the year to conduct 
its routine business of operating and maintaining a rapidly 
expanding sewerage system. The Board also attended many 
special meetings with other Town Boards and Committees 
on matters relating to the sewer system development. 


The Board expresses its appreciation for the cooperation 
and assistance received from other Town Boards and 
Committees during the year.

The Planning Board submits the following annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1975. 

The Board in 1975 finalized the new Rules and 
Regulations Book, making them up-to-date and more 
stringent. The new Rules and Regulations will be available 
at the Board’s office by the time of this writing. 

We wish to thank the Town Meeting Representatives for 
accepting the streets, plus the money that we proposed to 
bring these streets up to Planning Board standards. 

We welcome aboard our new members Ralph McDonald, 
Gerald Finn, and Mark Hall. Mr. Hall previously was 
appointed for one year, before running and winning a seat 
on the Board. Congratulations to all three. 

We have been and still are working on the updating of 
our Zoning Map and Zoning By-Laws. This will take many 
more meetings and study before it will be ready for 
recommendation to Town Meeting. 

Our current land-use policy in residential districts is 
more or less consistent with the abutting Towns in the area, 
and probably will not be reviewed with any great detail in 
the immediate foreseeable future. However, in the area of 
general business and neighborhood business zones, the 
Board hopes to review the amount of land currently zoned 
for these uses, the type of business operating in these zones 
and from this develop a set of commercial district zoning 
by-laws which will better enable the citizens of Billerica to 
understand the use within various commercial districts and 
will probably consist of two to six district zones. The 
designation could possibly be CD-1, CD-2, CD-3, etc. Each 
numerical district will have distinct allowable uses. The 
Board's success with the commercial districts will be more 
or less to apply the lessons learned from the previous 
review, for analysis of land use and zoning by-laws for 
industrial districts. 

At this time, the Planning Board would like to thank 
Town Engineer, Ralph Bacon and the engineering depart- 
ment plus the various Town Boards for working with us in 
solving some of the many problems in the sub-divisions 
throughout the Town. The Board would like to thank our 
clerk, Shirley Schult, for the usual good job she has done 
for the Board in the past year.

REPORT OF THE NORTHERN 
MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a public 
body created by and for the eight towns and one city that 
make up the greater Lowell area. The Commission consists 
of twenty-seven local people: one from each Planning 
Board; one from each Board of Selectmen; one from the 
Lowell City Council; and one alternate from each commu- 
nity designated by the Manager in Lowell and the Select- 
men in the towns. 

The Commission provides policy leadership to a staff of 
planning professionals and technicians, and meets monthly 
at its 144 Merrimack Street, Lowell Office. The public is 
always welcome to attend these meetings. 

Generally, the work of the Commission can be best 
described in the following six categories: 


1. COMPREHENSIVE REGIONAL PLANNING 


This is the essence of NMAC’s statutory mandate set out 
in Chapter forty-B of the Massachusetts General Laws. By 
“comprehensive”, we mean that plans are developed and 
designed to carry forward an agreed-to policy toward the 
entire complex of problems and opportunities that charac- 
terize our area. Comprehensive planning assures that a plan 
for one function (for example, environmental protection) 
will not frustrate and undermine a plan for another 
function (for example, economic development) but rather 
support and complement it. The underlying policy is, of 
course, a value judgement arrived at by the Commission. 
The Commission does not take its policy position in a 
vacuum. As a group, the Commissioners hear the views of 
the State and Federa! governments and, individually, they 
bring forward the community point of view. Staff add data 
and analysis to the deliberations, which resulted in the 
Commission’s expression of regional values in terms of 
policies, goals, and objectives. These are further defined in a 
land use plan which unites diverse functional plans into a 
single form. The Commission has available land use plans, 
relevant data concerning our area, and statements of policy, 
goals, and objectives. These are updated on a continuing 
basis. 


2. REFINEMENT OF FUNCTIONAL PLANS FOR 
IMPLEMENTATION 


This aspect of our work and all others occur only within 
the context of the comprehensive planning policy discussed 
above. Occasionally, detailed findings from this closer 
examination of a particular problem result in revisions of 
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underlying policy, but for the most part, the result is short 
and long range programs to give force and effect to the 
comprehensive policy. Thus, it is understood that NMAC’s 
detailed plans for housing, transit improvement, water 
supply, highways, economic development, environmental 
protection, and other functional concerns, will be con- 
sistent with each other and with the comprehensive 
planning policy. Major work undertaken in 1975 included: 
a comprehensive multi-model transportation plan; a transit 
development program; and a water quality management 
plan which deals with both direct and indirect sources of 
pollution. Also, the Commission has pending designation of 
the area for Federal Economic Development District 
benefits. 


3. PROJECT REVIEWS AND CLEARINGHOUSE 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


To comply with Federal and State statutes, the Com- 
mission reviews, as a prerequisite for funding, most project 
and program applications for Federal grants and aids, as 
well as projects to which the Commonwealth's environ- 
mental review statute applies. In most cases, the NMAC 
review is advisory, but in a few, the Federal granting agency 
requires consistency with area-wide plans. It should be 
noted that this regional planning review applies to State and 
private applicants as well as to city and towns. 

At the same time NMAC is reviewing for regional 
significance, the proposals are circulated to other local 
agencies which might be interested. Often, this is the only 
source of information about State and private sponsored 
projects that may directly affect a municipality. During 
1975 over $120 million worth of such projects were 
reviewed including Billerica’s sewerage works construction 
grant, Community Development Block Grant funding, 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
funds, several Community Teamwork, Inc. programs in- 
cluding Headstart, housing rehabilitation and deleading 
funds and various other programs too numerous to list here. 


4. TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 


As a means for refining and applying plans, while 
providing needed services to local agencies, the Commission 
sets aside staff time to assist its members to advance locally 
initiated programs and projects. In many cases, the essential 
data and analysis have already been prepared in conjunction 
with Commission planning work, and needed only to be 
shaped to the local need. 

In a few instances, the community project requires 
extensive surveys and research. This more extensive com- 
mitment is made (budget permitting) only if the project 
will have value to the other member communities. 
Although NMAC has not entered into supplementary 
contracts with its members to provide planning services, 
this is a possibility, provided the services fall within NMAC 
overall comprehensive planning policies. 

There are also frequent demands by State, Federal, and 
private or quasi public agencies for technical assistance. 
Data for potential investors in the area, reviews of State 
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recreational plans, and population projections for health 
planning are examples. 

During 1975, NMAC’s technical assistance program 
focused on the new Community Development Block Grant 
Program replacing many of the old U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development grants. In addition to 
general guidance in the preparation of applications and 
documentation, NMAC staff were directly involved in the 
submission of seven applications from our member com- 
munities. 


Billerica received a grant of $25,000 for reconstruction 
of the Shawsheen aqueduct under this Block Grant pro- 
gram. 

Staff also responded to local requests from the Billerica 
Housing Authority on section 8 housing assistance, the 
Selectmen and Planning Board on the town center by-pass 
study, acquisition of the Winning Pond area for town 
recreational purposes and flood insurance. Information and 
assistance was also rendered to the Right to Read program. 


5. BUDGETS AND A BALANCED PROGRAM 

NMAC’s ability to carry out the full range of services 
described above is a budgetary matter to a great extent. The 
Commission recognizes the importance of a balanced 
program. Recently, the increased Federal emphasis on 
water quality and transit and highway planning has resulted 
in substantial grants to prepare and refine functional plans 
in these areas of concern. It should be noted that these 
grants were made to NMAC because we are a comprehen- 
sive planning agency. 

During 1975 over $261,259 were expended under the 
following Federal grant contracts: U.S. Department of 
Housing & Urban Development $30,000, Mass. Department 
of Public Works/Federal Highway Administration $56,000, 
U.S. Department of Transportation, Urban Mass. 
Transportation Administration, $215,500, Mass. Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Bureau of Solid Waste, $6,000, 
Lowell Regional Transit Authority, $14,885, Mass. Depart- 
ment of Public Works/Skidmore, Owings & Merrill, $5,000, 
Council on Aging Bus, Inc., $7,368, U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, $456,840, City Development Author- 
ity, $12,000. 

To match those grants and to provide local services 
$60,000 was provided by the NUAC member communities. 
$8,652.00 was Billerica’s share. 


6. PROSPECTS 

The Commission believes it is of paramount importance 
that area-wide planning be a cooperative intermunicipal 
process, based upon regional values expressed by people 
responsible in the ultimate to the voters of the area. 

There have and will continue to be proposals to 
accomplish area-wide planning through sub-state or quasi- 
public agencies. It seems to us that this approach blurs the 
responsibility and makes insensitivity to local concerns 
more likely. The Commission argues that locally directed 
regional planning is protective of local prerogatives, given 
that there are problems and opportunities that are solvable 
or realizable only on an area-wide basis. 


There are many critical problems begging for action in 
an area-wide context in our area. Our economy, solid waste, 
water supply, transportation, land use, and water quality 
are a few. The Commission will continue to advise on the 
appropriate actions and provide the area-wide context. 
However, it is our member communities which must carry 
out those plans, and press our State and Federal officials to 
help. If our member communities will strive to work 
together on common problems, those who look to strong 
mid-level government to solve area-wide problems will have 
little support. NMAC is always available in an advisory 
capacity to work with every local board and agency to 
expedite actions and develop programs and projects that 
will benefit both the community and the area.

REPORT OF THE 
HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historical Commission, which has met regularly 
during each month of 1975, herewith submits its annual 
report. As in previous years our main concerns have been 
the identification and preservation of historic landmarks. 

Top priority this year was given to the attempt to secure 
the Solomon Pollard Tavern on Boston Road in Billerica 
Center for the town in the name of our Commission. In 
spite of a concerted effort on our part to acquaint the 
citizens of the town with the historical value of the tavern, 
town meeting members voted down by a narrow margin our 
request for funds to purchase it. At the year’s end, 
however, it appears that the Tavern will indeed be deeded 
to the town as a gift from Gyn-Ob Corp. which plans to 
build a Medical Center on the land at the rear of the 
Tavern. 

The Commission cooperated in a joint effort with the 
Sewer and Conservation Commissions, the Middlesex Canal 
Association and Engineers of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike 
to plan for the preservation of the remains of the 
Shawsheen Aqueduct when the sewer is constructed in the 
area. Also, as the result of-the cooperative efforts of the 
Commission with Planning Board=member Mark Hall, a 
Federal grant of $25,000 for restoration of the Aqueduct 
was received by the Selectmen, who have delegated the 
disbursement of the funds to the Commission. 


In cooperation with a request from \the Cemetery 
Commission, members did research on the beginnings of the 
town cemeteries so that official names and dates could be 
entered on plaques at each cemetery entrance as a 
Bicentennial project. 

We also participated together with the fire department 
and the library committee in a study of the feasibility of 
various proposed locations for a new library and a new fire 
station in the Center area. 


The Commission is making preliminary plans for the 
possible acquisition and restoration through Federal funds 
of the unique mill village in North Billerica. Investigation is 
also being made of the possibility of acquiring an area 
suitable for preservation and recreation along the Middlesex 
Canal in the Rogers Street — High Street area. 

The chairman toured as many as possible of what have 
been thought to be 17th century Billerica homes. Of those 
visited, none appeared to be as old as the sites on which 
they stood. 

Special efforts were taken this year to make the 
townspeople more aware of their town’s historic heritage 
through newspaper articles and placement in the Bennett 
Library of a collection of pictures of Revolutionary homes. 

We continue to strive for the preparation of a full 
preservation plan which will be necessary if we are to 
continue the work which is underway.

1975 has been a very busy year for the Conservation 
Commission with 30 regular meetings of the Commission 
having been held, 29 Wetlands Protection Act Hearings and 
numerous special meetings on the local level with other 
Town Boards. On the State level, members of the Commis- 
sion attended the two meetings of the Massachusetts 
Association of Conservation Commissions, the Annual 
Meeting of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Districts (Federal Soil Conservation Service), met with the 
State Division of Waterways regarding Nutting Lake, The 
Northern Middlesex Area Commission, and Central Mass. 
Mosquito Control personnel. 

A sharp increase in workload for the Commission during 
1975 can mostly be attributed to the increase in Wetlands 
Permit Applications under Chapter 131, Section 40 of the 
Mass. General Laws which are up 60 percent from 1974 and 
up over 600 percent from 1973. The increase, however, 
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seems to be leveling off at this time. In 1975, 27 permits 
under the Wetlands Protection Act were issued, 0 were 
denied, 2 applications were withdrawn, 3 Orders were 
appealed by the applicants to the State, but all were 
withdrawn, 7 formal ‘‘Determinations’” were made and 2 
emergency certifications issued. 


Even with the increase in Wetlands Protection Act 
duties, the Commission was able to do much work on 
several conservation projects in 1975. 

In early 1975, the Environmental Affairs Investigator 
began researching and gathering materials to be used for 
developing a Comprehensive Open Space and Recreation 
Plan to qualify the Town for State Self-Help and Federal 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation matching funds for conser- 
vation and recreation land acquisitions and projects. In 
November, the Commission submitted a proposal to the 
Board of Selectmen to apply for H.U.D. Community 
Development Block Grants Funds for the hiring of a 
consultant to draw up the final plan. 

In late Spring of 1975, a booklet entitled ‘‘Conservation 
of Natural Resources in Billerica, Mass.’ was published by 
the Commission with funds granted by the Ford Founda- 
tion. Copies of this booklet will be supplied to all Town 
Meeting Members and are available to the public at the 
Conservation Office at the Town Hall, free of charge. 

The Commissions’ project to purchase approximately 12 
acres of land on the southwest side of Nutting Lake which 
was approved under Article 41 of the 1975 Annual Town 
Meeting has run into problems regarding the title and, 
therefore, has not yet been purchased. Town Counsel is 
working on the problem and it should be cleared up by 
early 1976. 

Work continued with the Marshall Orchard property off 
Francesca Way in East Billerica this summer. The Environ- 
mental Affairs Investigator, with the help of a Billerica High 
School Student working under the Youth Corps, made a 
field survey of the existing trails, boundaries, vegetation, 
specimen trees and unique features of the property. The 
information gathered is to be used in future planning for 
the property. Later in the year the Commission applied for 
H.U.D. Community Development Block Grant Funds to 
develop the area into a small open recreation area, but this 
project was withdrawn after discovering strong opposition 
from area residents. Plans have now been changed to leave 
the property in its natural state except for the cutting of a 
walking trail, pruning of specimen trees and some general 
cleaning of the understory. 

The Commission worked with and gave support to the 
Middlesex Canal Association, Historical Commission and 
other groups to save and reconstruct the Old Middlesex 
Canal Aqueduct at the Shawsheen River. This project is 
having great success as funds from H.U.D. have been 
approved for the project. 

The project to conduct a feasibility study for the 
dredging and cleaning of Nutting Lake, initially began in 
1967 with Warrant Articles to allow the work, is now 
getting underway. The Commission met with the Division 
of Waterways to go over details to be included in the study. 
The State, as of December, is about to award the contract 
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and the Study should be completed by the Summer of 
1976. 


Meanwhile, the Commission has voted to continue the 
Weed Control program for Nutting Lake. The lake was not 
treated in 1975, due to lack of funds on the State level, but 
it will be treated in 1976. 

The Commission also conducted research on Tax Title 
lands during the year to pinpoint those parcels that have 
value for conservation, recreation and drainage purposes. 
Recommendations have been made to the Board of 
Selectmen and the Town Treasurer that these parcels 
should be retained. Our special thanks to them for their 
cooperation in that effort.

The Billerica Housing Authority has completed its 
seventh year in the Management Phase of its Housing for 
the Elderly Project 667-1 consisting of 64 units on 13 River 
Street in Billerica.

The Authority is working, presently, to implement a 
Subsidized Rental Program with funds provided by Section

REPORT OF 
THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Billerica, Mass. 


The Industrial Commission submits the following report 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1975. 

Despite the drop in all construction, nationwide, we 
have been fortunate in attracting further industrial and 
commercial development in our town. 

We have seen the construction of eight Industrial and 
commercial buildings. There have been seven additions to 





existing industrial and commercial firms completed this 
year. Two more additions are now under construction and 
will be occupied in 1976. There are two Industrial Parks 
sub-divisions approved. 

Members of this commission have attended Appeal 
Board and Planning Board meetings and have been recorded 
on all matters concerning industrial development. 

We feel that if the state would construct an interchange 
at Rangeway Road and Rte. 3 this would open up a large 
area for industrial development. There is also a possibility 
that some of the traffic through Billerica Center would be 
alleviated. 

We express our thanks to all who have assisted us 
throughout this past year.

| herewith submit my report for the calendar year 1975.

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Despite the drop in residential housing starts, the work 
load of the Building Department has not decreased. 

We have, at the time of writing this report, ended one 
year under the State Code. Some of the original confusion 
has been abated, however, there is still a long period of 
transition ahead for this Code. 

The code is being amended to clarify and correct errors 
and oversights in the original document. More schooling 
will be required to produce uniformity of interpretations. 

The certification of Places of Public Assembly, Schools, 
Halls, Churches, etc. is underway slowly. 

It is now clear that all of the work required of the 
Building Department cannot be done by the present staff. 
There are therefore areas which are being neglected. 
Priorities must be set, sometimes daily. This is a most 
unsatisfactory way of conducting this Department. It 
doesn’t please me and won't please you, as my priorities 
may not be yours. 

Demolition will taper off as we have overcome the 
backlog. 

The swimming pool drive, which has as its objective the 
safety of those who use pools will continue. This program 
has caused some criticism of the Department, but the safety 
of the children is far more important than the temporary 
unpopularity of the Building Commissioner. 

Zoning cases take an increasing amount of time and are 
more difficult to resolve. 

Court time has increased considerably and shows no 
signs of abating. 

The Sign Bv-Law will soon consume a great deal of time 
for enforcement and if challenged, as | understand it will 
be, more Court appearances and legalcosts will result. 

| have requested one Assistant to accomplish all the 
Mandates that this Department has, without this help, the 
work of this Department will not be complete. 

The Town will suffer financially because whatever 
building that goes on without a permit also goes untaxed. 
That income is lost to the Town each and every year. The 
Assessor gets a notice from the Building Department and 
that is how he knows what needs assessing. Without a 
Permit he gets no notice, you get no taxes and you pay 
more for your property because someone else pays less but 
has more. That's not a very equitable plan. 

Thanks to all for their support in the past, regretably, 
there are still some areas of open hostility but, as stated 
often before, this is not a popularity contest. 

The Plumbing Inspector processed 448 applications for 
permission to tie into the Town Sewerage System. Many of 
the applications in the Nutting Lake Area especially, had to 
be investigated for corrections prior to the issuing of a 
permit to tie into the Sewerage System, which meant 
double inspections on many of these installations. Thirty- 
two violations of the State Plumbing Code were investi- 
gated and all were corrected with the exception of two and 
this case was referred to the Board of Examiners of 
Plumbers: the local plumber had his license revoked for 
3 months. 
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Fifty-seven installations of Gas Piping or Appliances 
were investigated and corrections of these installations were 
made, also a case of illegal sales of Gas Appliances were 
investigated by the local inspector for the Gas Regulatory 
Board of Massachusetts and proper action was taken by the 
Local Inspector in the name of the Massachusetts Gas 
Regulatory Board on this case.

The Bicentennial is the commemoration of the 200th 
anniversary of the emergence of the United States of 
America as a nation — a rekindling of the spirit associated 
with the American Revolution. It is the birthday celebra- 
tion of a people and their full 200 years of history, culture 
and traditions. It offers us the challenge to lay a corner- 
stone of achievement for a vigorous and constructive 
beginning for the Third Century. It is a celebration of our 
roots, detailed in the three great documents upon which the 
hopes, the aspirations and the future of our country rest; 
The Declaration of Independence, the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights. 

The Town of Billerica has participated this past year in 
the celebration of the Bicentennial in many diverse ways. 
At the annual Town Meeting, the Town was presented the 


Bicentennial Flag as recognition of the fact that the Town 
of Billerica had been designated a Bicentennial Community. 

Patriotic songs from the past filled the Memorial High 
School as school children under the direction of their 
teachers performed in a moving Bicentennial Concert that 
was presented to an overflowing crowd of spectators who 
were impressed and thrilled to view this concert and as 
reported many eyes were filled with tears as the children of 
Billerica sang songs that recreated our history. The High 
School Chorus and Orchestra bore tribute to our past. This 
concert was a success and warrants a repeat performance in 
the year 1976. 

Many townspeople witnessed the recreation of the 
tarring and feathering of Thomas Ditson. The originality of 
this portrayal was of such a magnitude that it received TV 
coverage. Again, this performance will be repeated in 1976. 


Billerica had been awarded a matching grant in support 
of its project of a Visual and Oral History from the Mass. 
Bicentennial Commission for Community Grants. Billerica 
was one of only sixty-nine of the Commonwealth’s three 
hundred and fifty one communities awarded grants in the 
second round of the Mass program. 

Throughout the year, the Commission has _ been

REPORT OF THE BENNETT 
PUBLIC LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


During its 95th year, the Bennett Public Library Board 
of Directors met at regular monthly intervals. With new 
officers and many new directors, our first meetings featured 
discussions on functions of the Board and our immediate 
goals. We decided that our principle thrust in ‘75 would be 
toward offering more library services to the people of 
Billerica and, simultaneously, increasing public awareness of 
our desperate need for more space. To these ends, several 
projects have been initiated. 

An association newsletter was begun. This quarterly 
letter has successfully been handled by chairman of the 
membership committee, Jackie Ripley. Currently, the letter 
is being typed and mimeographed, but the Board is seeking 
a more efficient printing process for future issues. 

In the fall, a speed reading course was sponsored by the 
Association. Presented by the Sanborn Reading Clinic, it

was held in conjunction with the Adult Education program 
offered at the High School. There was enthusiastic 
attendance. 

In honor of the Bicentennial, the Association sponsored 
an American Issues Forum. This ongoing project, presented 
by the Billerica Young Women’s Club, aims at reaching 
different age and interest groups with various discussion 
topics suggested by the National Bicentennial Commission. 

Also in honor of the Bicentennial, a project involving 
communication with our sister town, Billericay, England, 
has been suggested. Preliminary correspondence has been 
completed and we hope to consider this exchange program 
ini oO. 

To familiarize townspeople (especially newcomers) with 
the library, the publicity committee has created a library 
brochure entitled We’ve Got the Answers. Paul St. Germain 
and local artist, Bill Wilcox, have given generously of their 
time for this; the result is a catchy and informative folder. 
Its completion and distribution is planned for this year. 

And in conjunction with the printing of We’ve Got the 
Answers, the Board has enthusiastically discussed printing 
and selling a 1977 calendar to raise needed funds for the 
library. Featuring black and white drawings of local sites, 
the calendar is a project we expect to pursue in ‘76. 

1975 also saw the formation of a Friends of the Library 
Group. The purpose of the Friends is to encourage gifts and 
bequests, provide library volunteers and raise funds for the 
library. Mrs. Pat LeBlanc was elected president and the 
proposed by-laws were accepted at the organization 
meeting. We of the Board welcome the formation of the 
Friends group in Billerica. 


Besides these projects, the Board of Directors has 
constantly been aware of legislation effecting libraries, and 
has been in contact with our elected representatives, both 
state and national, reminding them of our great need for 
financial aid.

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Within the Bennett, services continue to expand. This 
diagram shows the new directions and growth in circulation 
of library materials. 

Story hour has become a double header: now there are 
two sessions every Wednesday morning in order to accom- 
modate the increasing number of 4- and 5-year-olds 
attending. While the children are entertained, their mothers 
are invited to participate in a discussion group led by Helen 
Devlin. 

Our newly-purchased, used movie projector is popular. 
Besides going out on loan, it’s used each Tuesday and 
Friday for the children’s film programs. We appreciate the 
generosity of our neighbors at the Unitarian Church in 
offering us space to provide these programs. 

And, of course, ““Be-Bo,’’ our newly-christened book- 
mobile continues to roll on its rounds. 

The lack of space in our library still remains our most 
pressing problem. (All the new library services must be 
“farmed out” in various buildings around town). After the 
1975 Town Meeting rejected our request for rented space, 
we returned to the drawing board. One solution to 
temporarily relieve congestion would be to finish the 
basement. The major advantage to this plan would be 
increased space without increased personnel. Ralph Bacon 
of the Public Works Department has given this project 
consideration and finds it quite feasible. With help from the 
town, it is hoped that we can finish the basement and buy 
ourselves a few more years’ time within the 95 year-old 
Bennett Library Building. 

In closing, the Board would like to thank Mrs. Handley 
and the Library staff for their efficient performance of 
their duties this past year in spite of the crowded work 
conditions. Our thanks go also to various organizations, 
Town Departments and individuals for their help and 
support throughout 1975. A vote of appreciation goes to 
departing members of the Board for sharing their time and 
energies, and a special thanks to our departing secretary, 
Pat Sandsmark, for the effort she has devoted to the 
organization of many years of Association documents. 

We invite and encourage everyone interested in fur- 
thering the aims of the library to join the Association and 
the Friends of the Library. We look forward to another 
year of growth and service in ‘76.

In addition to the routine maintenance of the six Town 
Cemeteries, the Cemetery Department continued ‘its Fox 
Hill Cemetery expansion program and initiated a general 
restoration program. Hopefully, both of these projects will 
be completed in time for our 1976 Bicentennial. 

The improvement in the general appearance of the 
Cemeteries is the result of the formation of a professional

RECREATION COMMISSION 


The past year saw the completion of the eight tennis 
courts at the Lampson Memorial Field. Fences have been 
installed and the lines painted. Four of these courts have 
lights installed and they will be in use starting next summer. 
The new softball field (for Girls) should also be ready for 
use next summer. 

The Summer program’s special events attracted a large 
number of children. A combination Outdoor Theatre and 
Fun-Fair day was a huge success. The Fun-Fair was a new 
event and approximately 1200 children attended. The 
Fun-Fair consisted of 10 booths featuring Ring Toss, Penny 
Pitch, Darts and Balloons, etc. and a Cotton Candy stand. 

The annual Whalom Park Outing required 16 buses to 
transport the 700 children that attended and enjoyed 
themselves. Both the Swim Meet and the Track Meet had 
about 200 participants. Tennis was extremely popular, both 
summer and winter. The Basketball, Softball, Volleyball 
and Soccer programs were very well attended. 

The Exceptional Children’s Program had a busy six 
weeks with 38 children enrolled. They enjoyed weekly field 
trips, an outing at Whalom Park, a cook-out, films and the 
usual recreational games. 

The Bowling program averaged 230 Boys and Girls per 
week. In order to accomodate all the boys, we have to 
extend the program into Sunday mornings. 

The PA L program had about 600 boys and girls playing 
basketball three nights and Saturday each week. This past 
year there were two divisions in operation. 

With the tennis courts completed, the projects this year 
should be to renovate the ball fields; especially the 
Kolrausch playground where work has already begun. A 
softball field is also under construction at this field. The 
Dutile field needs work and Akeson field should be 
upgraded and the teen age problem needs attention. 

The Recreation Commission expresses their thanks to 
the Public Works Dept., the School Dept., the Webb Brook 
Country Club and especially George Gracie who put in a lot 
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of time and work, on the fencing and construction of the 
tennis courts and the new softball field at the Lampson 
Memorial Field.

| submit herewith my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. In general 1975 was a year of pessimism and 
depression. As | attended various educational meetings 
throughout the state the tone was always one of despair 
and discouragement. 

Obviously this was the result of continued increased 
prices, increased unemployment and increased taxes. Such 
conditions produced an environment which was not con- 
ducive to expansion in any fields however Billerica Public 
Schools were able to implement several improvements in 
our educational programs and facilities during the year. 

It was also obvious that the bad economy and the 
resulting depressed state of public spirit would express itself 
in reaction to further spending by any town departments. 
This was evident at town meeting where an article calling 
for the construction of an elementary school and three 
kindergarten units was resoundingly defeated. It was the 
feeling of the vast majority to bring the school construction 
program to a halt. 

Prior to this action, the town meeting members had 
approved a seven hundred thousand dollar bond issue for 
needed equipment at the high school level. 

This action along with the tremendous support the town 
has shown toward school construction previously is to be 
commended. Even though new school construction was not 
approved in 1975, it must be noted that the track record of 
Billerica over the past fifteen years in support of school 
construction is the equal of any community and better than 
most. 

In 1975 the total pupil enrollment continued to 
increase. The number of pupils entering the system still is 
larger than the number of pupils who graduate. Our 
community stands in a small minority of cities and towns 
which are still experiencing enrollment growth. As a result, 
the class sizes in grades one through eight continue to be 
excessive in many rooms. 

On the secondary level the new addition to the high 
school which was completed and opened on the first day of 


school in September provided an additional ninety stations 
and as such, should provide adequate space for grades nine 
through twelve with our current enrollment. 

However, the Locke and Marshall Middle Schools con- 
tinue to be severely overcrowded with twelve hundred 
pupils at Locke (built for one thousand) and over fifteen 
hundred pupils at Marshall (built for twelve hundred). This 
overcrowding seriously threatens the continuance of the 
middle school concept inaugurated with the establishment 
of the schools. The team-pupil numbers have gone far 
beyond recommended limits and there is no relief forecast 
at this time. 

The high school not only opened to added facilities but 
to a completely rejuvenated curriculum with extensive 
offerings to pupils. The curriculum offerings, coupled with 
an Arena Scheduling, allowed pupils to select courses, 
teachers, and times under guidance before they left for 
summer vacation. 


As mentioned in our elementary schools the over- 
crowding is still prevalent. Every available space in each 
school is being utilized. Special help in the areas of speech, 
learning disabilities, guidance, mental retardation, 
emotional disturbance, etc. is still given in hallways, closets, 
storage rooms, etc. Classes still occupy libraries, remedial 
rooms, and severely substandard basement rooms in our 
schools. Class size climbed to 37 or 36 in many grades in 
many of our schools. 

In spite of the overcrowded elementary schools we 
instituted a full time kindergarten program. Using the space 
at Saint Marys Church Basement, Unitarian Church Build- 
ing, and the Knights of Columbus Hall and establishing 
eighteen classes in nine classrooms at the new high school 
complex, we were able to house the young pupils for 1975. 

In our regular elementary classrooms we were able to 
begin the implementation of our Individualized Reading 
Program. Early reports indicate the Program is meeting 
early success and teachers and aides speak favorably of the 
new approach. 

The area of special education continues to expand at a 
breath taking pace under the Guidelines of Chapter 766. 
That portion of the budget devoted to special education has 
risen astronomically during the past two years. Full time 
staff in this area has jumped from 86 in 1974 to 108 full 
time staff to handle Chapter 766 requirements. A report at 
the end of 1975 showed a total of 1190 pupils being 
serviced in various prototypes within the Billerica School 
Department. Children attending schools outside of Billerica 
whose tuition is being paid by the town numbers 51 and 
total tuition costs have risen to $136,344.50. It is predicted 
that these numbers will continue to rise as the state 
departments cut back with their services. Such action, while 
it creates the illusion of economy to the general public, will 
only reflect higher local school budgets as their services are 
borne by the local educational agency. 

In order to cope with these increased special services 
Billerica has joined with several other communities to 
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establish a mini-collaborative school committee to serve 
multi-handicapped, emotionally disturbed and pre-school 
substantially separated youngsters. Such sharing of services 
and facilities has allowed us to provide educational 
programs at a lower cost. During 1975 many local residents 
were serviced who were in state financed programs. 

The year was one filled with many activities. During 
April vacation a pre-school screening was carried out to 
identify handicapped youngsters who were about to enter 
our school system. The Ralph R. Hallenborg Ice Ring was 
officially dedicated and the high school hockey team 
carried out its part by winning the League, Eastern 
Massachusetts and State Championships. Many In-service 
programs for staff were held after regular school hours in 
such areas as Chapter 766, Life Skills, Individualized 
Reading Materials, Photography as a Teaching Tool, and 
others. Environmental Education was still in force with 
classes from the Marshall Middle School and the Vining 
Elementary School attending camps during the school year. 


We received federal funding for several projects outside 
of regular channels. A program entitled Second Chance was 
carried on during the summer and the regular school year to 
assist grade one pupils. Title Ill funds were used to initiate 
innovative programs in guidance, foods, nutrition, and child 
care. Additional funds were given to us to establish a 
Consulting Teacher Model in cooperation with the Uni- 
versity of Vermont in the area of Special education. 

A student discipline code for grades 9-12 was adopted 
and supported by administration, staff and student body. 
The Right To Read Program continued to promote good 
reading habits in the community and sponsored a day’s 
workshop at the secondary level for all departments in 
October. The guidance department reported that Pre- 
liminary Scholastic Aptitude Test scores of juniors and 
sophomores was above the national average. 

We continued to implement our preventative mainte- 
nance program. The following is a partial list of programs 
completed during the year:

It will be our attempt, the School Committee, 
Administration and Staff, to proceed cautiously and con- 
servatively in the area of educational costs without sacri- 
ficing those areas which must be developed and improved 
to keep the Billerica Public Schools on its march to 
educational excellence. 

During the year Mrs. Beatrice Dole Holbrook retired as 
recording secretary to the School Committee after many 
years of outstanding work. Bea will be missed greatly. 

Also the Billerica Public Schools lost a very dedicated, 
loyal, and efficient Supervisor of Buildings and Grounds 
with the death of Mr. Maurice Grady. Maurice was a 


member of the school staff in its early days and was an 
integral part of the growth and development of the school 
system. His skills and ability were called upon time after 
time to solve a myriad of problems facing such enormous 
growth. The school system will miss him greatly but | will 
also miss him as a warm and respected fellow worker. 

| would be remiss if | did not thank the many other 
town government departments which have been of such 
great assistance to us during the year. In behalf of the 
School Committee and myself we are grateful for all the 
help you have given to us.

On April 8, 1975 an organizational meeting was held. 
John G. Murphy, who represents Burlington, was elected 
Chairman for a one year term. Wilmington’s representative 
Eugene L. Kritter was elected Vice Chairman and Billerica’s 
representative Kenneth L. Buffum was appointed by the 
School Board to the position of Secretary-Treasurer. 
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The highlight of the year was the completion of the new 
addition to the school. The project, which we referred to as 
Phase II, was completed in time for us to accept in 
September an additional 565 students to our regular day 
program and the afternoon Occupational Skill Program. In 
two years time the facility will be providing over 1,800 of 
the District’s students with saleable skills. At that time 
Shawsheen Tech will be providing occupational education 
for close to 18% of the Districts grade 9-12 student 
population. 

Dedication of the new addition was held on Sunday, 
November 2. The Committee had previously voted to 
dedicate the Phase II facility to a former employee, Joseph 
E. Bastable, a Tewksbury resident. Mr. Bastable, a longtime 
educator and former Superintendent of Schools in Tewks- 
bury, came to Shawsheen Tech in 1969 and served as 
Guidance Director. He was appointed by the Committee in 
1971 to the position of Phase I] Coordinator and was given 
the responsibility for planning the $5.5 Million expansion 
including curriculum and programs that will benefit the 
students of Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. 


Because of the great number of new programs and 
activities which Shawsheen Tech could provide the District 
it serves and because the acceptance or rejection of these 
programs is the responsibility of the policy making School 
Committee, | appointed numerous subcommittees to per- 
form an indepth study of their perspective areas of 
responsibility. These subcommittees are comprised of mem- 
bers of the regular Shawsheen Tech School Committee. | 
feel strongly that prior to voting a policy the decision 
making process of Shawsheen Tech’s School Board must 
include a careful and complete analysis of each proposal 
presented to the Board by the Administrative staff. The 
future success of Shawsheen Tech mandates the initiation 
by the Board of policies which are made based upon sound 
judgment. 

Throughout the year | have encouraged the members to 
attend numerous workshops and seminars which are offered 
by the National School Board Association and the Massa- 
chusetts Association of School Committees. Sound 
judgment in the policy making process will be ensured if 
the elected representative is fully aware prior to making a 
decision, of the many aspects and alternatives of the subject 
under discussion. On behalf of the students at Shawsheen 
and residents of the District | wish to commend the 
members of the District Committee who faithfully served, 
contributed and spent much of their personal time on the 
following subcommittees:

The year 1975 was a most important time in the history 
of Shawsheen Tech. We witnessed the completion of the 
addition to our facilities making it possible to double the 
number of programs as well as to enroll many more 
students desirous of acquiring a vocational skill. 


Building Addition — Phase II 


The building of the addition was very close to schedule 
due to a number of factors. We found the Contractor to be 
extremely cooperative, there were no strikes, the Clerk of 
the Works did an excellent job. The School Committee 
closely followed the progress and was primarily responsible 
for the project finishing on time. As a result, part of the 
school was completed two months before the due date, 
making it possible to operate our summer program as usual. 
A Task Force made up of three teaching staff members was 
responsible for developing the details of equipment and 
programs. They also contributed in large measure to the 





fact that the equipment, desks, chairs and other furniture 
was delivered on time so that our operation was not 
impeded. The only delay was the opening of the swimming 
pool. Even here, the pool became an integral part of our 
physical education program starting in November. 


Development of Cluster Concept in Exploratory 


The entering class of 380 new ninth grade students were 
given opportunities to try out various skill programs to 
determine the ones in which they were most interested and 
to make it possible to evaluate the potential skill of these 
students. Since it would be impossible for students to try 
out all twenty-four skill programs, a schedule was devel- 
oped whereby the students take exploratory training in 
approximately eight different shops or labs with a resultant 
choice made at the end of the year. This selection would be 
the area of skill training for grades 10, 11 and 12.

School Activities 


The school participated in the Industrial Exposition 
which was held in the Lowell Auditorium, May 14 and 15. 

The Fifth Annual Open House was held at Shawsheen on 
Thursday evening, April 10. We found this was extremely 
well attended and the public has been most enthusiastic in 
supporting vocational education programs. 


Shawsheen participated with Greater Lawrence and 
Nashoba Regional in a project that was conducted by the 
Merrimack Education Center involving alternatives for 
students in Career Occupational Education. 

Food and Garden Festival took place May 5-10 at the 
Burlington Mall. Our students had exhibits of chicken 
boning, making apple pies, soil testing and construction of a 
garden house. 

The annual Regional Art Festival was conducted in our 
gymnasium, May 8-10 under the direction of Richard 
Murdock of our Technical Illustrating Department. 


Student Activities 


The house building project was completed in May of this 
year consisting of the building of a split entrance house on 
Fox Hill Road, Burlington. In accordance with a contract 
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drawn up with the Murray Company, a sum of $2,500 was 
allocated to a student fund. This was based on student 
labor. This fall the students started on their third house 
building project. The new arrangement was to have a 
lottery of qualified persons with the condition that a sum 
of money would be contributed to a student fund in lieu of 
labor. The house is presently being built in the Pinehurst 
section of Billerica.

In keeping with our efforts to make it possible for 
teachers in the five towns to be aware of education at 
Shawsheen, we arranged for most of the faculty of Bedford 
High Schoo! to tour the facility as part of a professional 
day. 

A model of the completed Shawsheen Tech complex was 
created by our Drafting Department and has been exhibited 
at various schools and public libraries. We have continued 
to make our facility available to student companies in 
Junior Achievement who operate with advisors from Purity 
Supreme, Billerica and Raytheon, Bedford. 


We were honored by a visit from the Lord Mayor of 
Bedford, England who was very interested in the operation 
of our school. 
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Occupational Skills Program 


Each year since the school was opened, it was not 
possible to accommodate all those who applied for admis- 
sion. Consequently a supplementary program was instituted 
whereby additional students could be enrolled. These 
students, in this arrangement, termed Occupational Skills 
Program (O.S.P.) first went to their local school for 
academic studies and each afternoon were bussed to 
Shawsheen Tech for a_ skill training program from 
2:30—5:30 P.M. each day. From those beginnings, eighty 
students in ten shops, the program grew year to year and 
eventually expanded to all grade levels with an overall 
student enrollment of 337 in fifteen different areas. In June 
of 1975, Snawsheen graduated its first students from the 
Occupational Skill Program. Fifteen students received a 
vocational certificate along with a high school diploma 
from their sending school. Of the remaining 65 students 
who started four years earlier the majority transferred into 
Shawsheen’s regular day program when the apportunity 
arose,

Graduation 


As of June, 1975, 159 students graduated. The follow- 
ing report gives a final summation concerning the place- 
ment of the seniors:

Adult Education 


This year saw even more interest in various programs 
offered in the adult evening classes which were held four 
nights per week as well as on Saturday and served 
approximately 1,281 adults in fifty-two programs. Adult 
Educational Opportunities Exhibit was held at the Burling- 
ton Mall, October 1-3. 


Advisory Committees 


In accordance with Chapter 74 of the General Laws, we 
have held meetings of Technical Advisory Committees 
twice each year. This is an essential part of our operation 
since these representatives from industry have an oppor- 
tunity to review our procedures and make recommenda- 
tions for changes or additions in keeping with up-to-date 
industrial practices. 


Legislative Acts 


Two recent legislative acts affect our school. We re- 
sponded in accordance with Chapter 622 making it possible 
for female students to have the same opportunities as male 
students and Chapter 766 making provisions for students 
with special needs. 


Summary 


Not withstanding the effects of inflation and higher 
taxes, it has been a sense of satisfaction to appreciate the 
support of the residents of the five towns for vocational 


education. It is also heartening to stimulate the interest of 
the many students who applied for Shawsheen and to see it 
as a stepping stone for a successful career.

Area Coordinators Report 


In conjunction with the Superintendents of Bedford, 
Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, Wilmington, Super- 
intendent-Director of Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School, and the Shawsheen Valley Regional/Technical High 
School Committee, the Area Coordinator and liaison 
members from each community have been developing the 
occupational priorities that have been identified for the 
1975-1976 school year. 

The priorities established included program development 
and/or revision, special needs students, staff development, 
communication, supportive services, and closer involvement 
with industry. 

Within the above mentioned priorities, was the theme of 
occupational competence for the general (non-directed) and 
special need students. The Massachusetts State Department 
of Education has established occupational competence as 
its number one goal. ‘Occupational Competence is achieved 
when an individual is able to successfully demonstrate the 
skiils, Knowledge, attitudes, and understanding; (1) required 
for initial job placement; and (2) necessary to adapt to 
changing systems.” 

The Division of Occupational Education funded 
$62,997.00 to the Shawsheen Valley Technical High School 
to design, develop, and implement an occupational com- 
petence delivery system in collaboration with the parti- 
cipating systems within the district. The primary purpose of 
the project is to develop an exploratory and skill develop- 
ment delivery system within the comprehensive school 
setting. The focus as previously mentioned is on the general 
and special needs students in order to place them at the 
beginning of a career path with an identifiable job entry 
skill. 


Other major programs that are under development at 
this time within the district include the following: 


INDUSTRY/EDUCATION COLLABORATIVE 


In conjunction with the Raytheon Plant in Andover, and 
Western Electric, the participating systems are involved 
with a partnership that will affect administrators, teachers, 
and students. The Industry/Education Collaborative is 
designed to foster a joint relationship in developing a 
positive force for educational change. 


Inservice Training Program for Guidance Counselors 


This pilot program has been in conjunction with the 
Wilmington and Billerica school systems and focuses on 
sensitizing Guidance Counselors to the world of work and a 
process for career development for all students. 


Skill Development Program for High School Students 


This pilot program included the Billerica Schoo! Depart- 
ment in developing a short term skill program within the 
Raytheon Plant. Other programs that include Bedford, 
Burlington and Tewksbury are at the development stage 
include, establishment of a Speaker Bureau, Annual High 
School Faculty Day, Affirmative Action Guidance, Certifi- 
cation of competence for students from comprehensive 
high schools, Foreman/Teacher Exchange Program. 


COMMONWEALTH COLLOQUIUM 


In conjunction with the Superintendent-Director, the 
Area Coordinator is attempting to work with the Northeast 
Regional Steering Committee in developing closer ties 
between the world of business, industry, education, and 
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labor for the purpose of being better able to equip our 
students for success in the world of work. 

We are presently involved with the participating systems 
in a partnership that includes focusing on an area that 
collectively will include and affect all students. 

With high risk potential dropouts we are developing a 
process that will mainstream this group of students back 
into the educational process with direction and purpose. 

With disadvantaged students, we are working with a skill 
training model that will develop saleable skills for this 
group. 

A Placement Office for all students is in the develop- 
ment stage. It is the aim of this program to identify what a 
students needs are and the services and functions necessary 
for placement beyond grade 12: 

Project Awareness was implemented for the purpose of 
creating options for students that have left school without 
graduating during the past few years. This program allowed 
the dropout students to return to school and gain the 
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credits needed for graduation. The options allowed admit- 
tance in the Summer School Program, the Adult Education 
Program and, if desired, a Career Planning Counseling 
Program. 

In conclusion, | would like to highlight the collaborative 
spirit of Shawsheen Valley Technical High School, and the 
participating systems (Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, 
Tewksbury, and Wilmington), and their positive and co- 
operative attitude that prevails in our attempt in preparing 
all students for success in the world of work and personal 
life. The above mentioned programs, as well as others, are 
designed to improve the basis for occupational choice, 
facilitating the acquisition of job skills, and enhancing 
educational achievement in all subject areas, and at all levels 
by making education more meaningful and relevant. 

| would again like to take this opportunity to indicate 
that success in developing occupational programs is and will 
be the result of the cooperation between educators from all 
five systems.
